To Prohibit Soloing lii til* Olilo.
A petition Is being circulated asking

tho West Virginia legislature to entire¬
ly prohibit tho seining of llsh in tho
Ohio river at all times, ft is alleged
that the wholesale slaughter of mature
and Immature fish during or just before
spawning time, In quantities such as are
taken during an open winter like the
present, Is calculated to diminish the
annual supply, if not to wholly exter¬
minate some valuable varieties of river
llsh; At present seining in tho Ohio is
only allowed on the West Virginia sldo
during January and l''obruary, anil on
the Ohio side It Is prohibited altogether;
but the Ohio Ushormon got around the
prohibition by merely crossing ovor to
ho West Virginia shore and drawing
their seinosln West Virginia waters, thus
practically rendering tho Ohio law of no
effect.

Tho
evideuce was that Forsythe went into
Israel's cigar store, on Sixteenth street,
on December 11, and said: "I've got
something for you. Olvo me$3 chango,"
Israel laid out $2, when Forsythe, pock¬
eting it, drew a revolver and demanded
the other dollar. Israel readied for a

hatchet, and Forsythe disappeared with
the |2. The money not having been
secured by the uso of the revolver, hut
voluntarily laid out, and appropriated.It Is held that It was mere larceny, l!
Forsythe bad gotteu the other dollar al
tho point of the revolver, it would have
been robbery.
This is the view of tho defeuso.
Tho view of the justlco was $1,00(iioud for court on a charge of robberyund In default of the bail ltichard wenl

buck to jail.This hearing was .held at the oftlce o
tho County Jail. When Squire Davii
went up to conduct the case, Van Baker
tho man convicted of the murder of hli
wife aud mother-in-law, and now in jailhere awaiting tho result of an apnea! tc
the Supreme Court of Appeals, called tc
him, aud requested him to issuo a war
rant for Forsythe on a charge of robbini
Baker of $22 the night before in the jailBefore this Baker had sent for Olllcei
Shorts, and wanted him to arrest liich,
Squire Davis did not issue the warrant

but ho got tho story of tho transaction
Buker lias for several nights been act

ing as turnkoy. lie remains in tin
corridor of the jail through the night
and locks the prisoners In their cells
Monday Forsythe, through bis brothoi
Jack, got a deck of cards. These cardi
Baker declares are marked.
Monday night after locking, the othei

prisoners in their cages, Baker nulled s
bench close to the barred dooroftho cell
occupied by Forsythe and another man,
and hetinil Forsythe began' u game ol
draw noker.

Luclc shifted. Finally there was on
the bench $7 50, u "jack pot." For.
sytlie left the uoor to get a chew ol
"scrap," and when lie carno back the
hands lmd been dealt. 'lie bet, and Ba'
ker raised hlui. liich raised back.
Then Van drew out a wallet, remark.

Ing that it contained $22, and throwing
it in tho pot, remarked:
"There, inuybe you'll raise that I

bet $22 better."
Forsythe dropped his band, put both

arms through the grating, and raking all
tho money off the board, exclaimed,
"Four aces takes tho whole business."
Whether ho had four aces is a matter

of dispute. At any rate Buker held the
four kings und ltich held the stakes.
When Squire Duvis refused to inter¬

fere to inuko ltich disgorge tho $22,
Baker declared with marked beat:

"I'll just givu him till tonight to give
me back my money, and if lie don't do
it, he'll never go out of this jail except
when tlioy carry him out in a box!"
Whether Baker got ills money back,

or whether ho acted as turnkey again
last night, could not bo reliably ascor.
tnined. It is holiovcd though, that u|i
to this writing Forsythe bus not been
"carried out in u box."

A special mooting ot Council was held
luat night ami was utteuded by ill tlio
members except two.Mr. Wilson, of the
First Branch, anil Sir. Kenney, of the
Second, both Fiat ward representatives,
Tho atteudancu of spectators was again
largo and motley. Thoy packed the gal¬
lery and ao filled tho apace outside the
lobby rail that It was difficult to reach
tbo corridor when a breath of fresh ail
waa wanted.
The special purpose o( the woetint

waa to Ull with relatives and friends tin
several city oifices which the ordinance!
provide shall bo filled by Council. Al
the' caucus held in the rooms of the
Young Men's Democratic club Monda)
night, which laated till 4 o'clock yostor
day morning, the cumbersome Demo-
emtio majority, which is to domlnatt
city affairs for tbo next two years, madt
up a slate that haa many atrikinf
peculiarities that have aireadv occa
siono^l considerable comment. Not tb<
leaat of these peculiarities la the provia
ion made for the relativea of several o:
the members. In view of tbe, assumet
righteous howl of Indignation raised bj
the Democrats over alleged like actio:
by tho Republicans two years ago, al
this Is lauguably inconsistent. The cau
cus slate contained the names of somi
who were very, very objectionable t<
Bomo of the best members on the Demo
cratlo sido of Council. They wouli
much rather have taken a horrible dosi
of physic than to have voted for thosi
very objectionable persons. The pro
ecodings in caucus attending the placing
of their names on tbe slate ure repot ten
on pretty good authority to havo closel)
approximated a riot.
Notwithstanding the wry faces thai

wore madu. the slate went through.
The result does not givo the livel)

and unanimous satisfaction in tbe rank)
of the Democracy that la desirable foi
future party harmony and aucceas.

It was shortly after 0 o'clock when
tiie two branches disposed of the miscei-
lancoua business on tho deslu and go!

DeaiiSib:.Iu response to your re¬
quest I have mado an examination ol
the condition of the Seventeenth street
bridge. In 1882, 1 think, when the sub¬
ject of replacing the present cast iron
bridge with a new wrought iron bridge
was mooted in Council, I mado a careful
examination ol the piers and super¬
structure. At that time I gave It as my
opinion that the superstructure was un¬
safe for the heavy traffic to wliloh it was
subjected. The piers, which are built
on a timber foundation bedded in gravel,
were then ill much better condition
than at presout, the foundations being
unimpaired. On my lust examination 1
found the north end of the east pier to
have settled considerably, causing quite
serious openings in the joints of the
masonry and tho breaking of a number
of stones In various courses. The south
end of the went pier also shows signs of
sottlomont, though not in so marked a
degree as the east pier. If In good con¬
dition 1 should not consldor the present
piers thick enough for such a super¬
structure as should span the creek at
this point; in thoir present stato I con-
alder thoni unsafe for tho superstructure
condemned iu 1882.

Dear Sib:.In response to your re¬

quest to oxamlne the Seventeenth street
bridge, I went there this morning.
Some time ago whilo holding the posi¬tion of City Surveyor, I warned tho city

authorities tbat the continual uso of tho
brldgo, ill Its present shape, involved
considerable risk to tho aalety of those
using it. Without going Into details,
would say that from the beginning the
superstructure was too light for the very
heavy traffic it is now required to carry.
To the natural wear and tear of Ita
twenty years' life may be added the un¬
due strains which may be devolopod bytho settling of tho masonry of the piers,
which are showing unmistakable signs
of failure.belug badly cracked and
having many stones iu tholr construct¬
ion entirely unlit for any such use, and
which are rapidly disintegrating. Bo¬
lides this quite a number are laid on
edge and are splitting and crumbling.A recurrence of the severe floods on
Wheeling crock might at any time wipethese piers out. The city has been re¬
peatedly advised of the condition of both
substructure and superstructure of this
bridge, and in case of your suffering in
any way by its failure, not only tho lia¬
bility but the absolute culpability of the
city could, In my opinion,to readily es¬
tablished.
